The ‘first folio of Shakespeare. 
comes forward as one of the topics 
of theday. As we are all alluding 

aguely to this year as ‘a 
Shakespeare anniversary or, ta 
display a little more intimacy, a 
akespeare tercentenary, it might’ 
Itto consider the justice and 
ficance of the allusion. By 
the twenty-third year of the seven- 
teenth century Shakespeare, as 
everybody knows. had been dead 
for seven years, He was buried, 
. on April 2sth, .1616, -according 
to the Register-books of the 
Parish of Stratford-upon-Avon, 
Warwickshire. Notice that a fact 
is no use about Shakespeare un- 
legs you can prove it by reference 
to the Parish Register, or the 
Stationers’ Company’s Register or 
atonibstone. In 1623 appeared the 
First Folio Edition of his plays. It 
is referred to in the stationers’ 
Register, November 8, of that year. 
The blessed. word Folio means a’ 
book whose pages are about the 
size used nowadays foratlases and 
library copies of big dictionaries, 
and encyclopaedias. This.was the’ 
first collected edition of Shakes- 
peare’s plays. ‘ 
Genius. 


Shakespeare is marked as a man 
of the very first genius from then 
on;by the fact that, having failed to 
make a collection of his own works 
in his life-time, he was distin guish-: 
ed by having this collection made 
by an enterprising syndicate. of 
actors and..printers, working for 
profit, seven years after his death.’ 
What fe ‘celebrate this year is 
neither the life of ‘the author, nor’ 
the writing of his works, but an | 
absolutely indispensable and ine’ 
valuable edition of them. 

Printers and. publishers ought 
specially to celebrate this tercens| 
tenary. The - undertaking is: un- 
surpassed in the achievements of 
their history.. It is true that the 
First Folio is full of typegraphical 
and editorial imperfections which 
a. little care could easily have 
obviated, much tothe advantage of, 
succeeding editions as well as 
readers," But anxiely to fortify 
one’s ‘work ‘against ‘tHe efforts of 
petty fault-finders was not partko 

. the spirit of that age. It would be 
the depth of pathos to complain of 

a book, which constitutes the 
_ fountain head of our knowledge of | 

Shakespeare's coniplete achieve- 

ment, that the binders ought to 

have exercised sufficient care to 
prevent ‘bits of one play from get- 
ting into another play, or that the 
work might have been more 
thaqroughly performed. Don’tlook 
a gift horse in the mouth—even if 
the people who have prejudiced 
the case- and declare him no 
thoroughbred, profess to find their 
evidence in the imperfections of 
his tecth. Such people have tried 
- toget evidence against the author- 
ship of Shakespeare, in the care- 
lessness of his printers; but the 
printers can laugh at that, because 
without their efforts, there would 
in this case be no question of au- 
thorship at all, theré being no plays. 
The Reason.. 

To those who ae not printers or| 
publishers, the printing of certain 
plays ina certain year, three cen- 
turies ago, may appear a poorish 
reason for celebrations. ut “ale 
though it may , an inadequate! 
reason for a civic’ function, it is a! 
good reason for inquiring into, or,

shattering weapon, and has an 
‘ammunition supply of inexhausti 
ble facts about the inner Nfe of 
Stratford-on-Avon and’ Lotion,’ 
three centuries ago. 
Popular Topic. 

‘That is why it is such a popular 
topic for debate i in school literary 
societies and is often set as a sub- 
ject for school essays. - But forall 
that, we may want to know. only 
there is such a battle, or what are 
the grounds that admit of doubt. 
This can be understood by a little 
consideration of the main facts: 
about publication of Shakespeare’s 
plays. After that one doesn’t feel 
quite so forlora.if Brown and Smith 
suddenly elect to chew this'much 
torn rag and say “What about your 
Spifkins?” You're a great reader. 
Do you think Shakespeare really 
wrote his own plays?” It is no 
longer necessary to get put of the 
difficulty and hope you are retai 
ing your literary -halo by regain- 
ing “As Sir Roger de .Coverley 
would: have said “I think there is 
dmuch tobe said on both ‘sides.” 
One hasn’t quite so extreme a 
sense of weakness. Some of us, 
of course, are not obsessed by any 
such sense of weakness, It would 
be ridiculous to feel weak just be« 
cause we are unable ‘to take part 
in a silly battle where the weapons 
employed are so technical and 
difficult to handle. ‘But we may 
feel disposed to take an interest in 
the publication of Shakespeare’ S\ 
plays, from a sense of gratitude. 
Tf in the course of going through’ 
your old books you should happen 
to findalong neglected copy of 
that First Folfo edition, you would. 
certainly celebrate.’ Because you 
would have found;something that 
is worth between £1,000 and £2,000. 
In 1907 a copy was sold for £3,600, 
and is now at Harvard, There 
were 500 copies of that edition 
in 1623, and so far probably only 
about 180 havebeentraced: How- 
ever,itis well known that thervisa 
great amount of thankfulness for 
Shakespeare among the millions; 
who will never even see a First 
Folio. In a ‘great measure - this 
thankfulness is due to the 
publishers, Shakespeare wrote 
plays for his contémporaries and 
eared nothing for you or me.. It 
was ‘the printers who, perhaps 
unwittingly and certainly without 
Shakespeare’s.¢o-oper ition, looked 
after our interests in his drama.

who rummaged round for copy, 
and thought it worth while to un- 
dertake the publication of the play 
although it had to-be doue “ withe 
out the co-operation of the author.” 

300 Years Ago. - 

There is-no copy of any of the 
plays, known to exist in Shake- 
speare’s handwriting. Of-all the 
.guill-driving that this man must 
‘have done, only’ three: hundred 
‘years ago, the sole undoubted 
samples that survive are six signa- 
‘tures, Three of these signatures 
are from the three sheets. of paper 
on which -his will was. written 
shortly before his death, and the 
other. three are ‘from legal doca- 
ments within the-last three or four] ‘ 
years‘of his Hifé. What a chance 
‘for the sceptics; attributing 37 of 
the world’s: greatest plays to‘aman 
who left no other prdof of his 
ability to write than half-a-dozen 
almost Megible signatures! But 
that’s all there is, except fora few: 
notes of doubtful authenticity .on 
‘one or.twa important’ books which 
he is believed to have owned—siych 
as the famous Greengck copy of 
North’s Plutarch.- If Shakespeare 
had been left to himself it seems 
certain that our knowledge of him 
would be confined to such frage 
ments of contemporary criticim as- 
Meres published at the beginning 
of Shakespeare's ‘career. Meres 
tells us in 1598, that Shakespeare’ 
among playwrights, was the mst 
excellent in ‘both kinds (tragedy 
and comedy) for'tht stage and one 
of the most passionate among us to 
bewail and bemoan the petplexities 
of love.” He gives a list’of the; 
twelve plays so far) written by 
Shakespeare and tells us how
